20-Mile Strip, Containing Several

MOSCOW, May 6 (AP). — The 
Rev. Stanislaus Orlemanski, Po- 
ish-American priest concluding a 
12-day visit to Russia, asserted 
today after a second audience 
with Premier Stalin that the Sov- 
iet leader is “very friendly dis- 
posed toward the Roman Catholic 
Church” and that “the religion of 
our forefathers shall be the re- 
ligion of the Polish people.” 

In a formal statement, Father 
Orlemanski said that “future 
events will prove” Stalin’s friend- 
liness toward the Catholic Church. 
He described his own prediction 


as “historic,” but gave no hint as 
to what he thought the actual 
events might be. 

The priest’s second meeting with 
Stalin took place Thursday when 
he conferred for two hours. with 
the Premier and Foreign Commis- 
sar Vyacheslav Molotov at the 
Kremlin. His first visit with 
Stalin was April 28. 

Text of Statement. 

The text of Father Orlemanski’s 
statement follows: 

“I salute.and,congratulate the 
Soviet Union republics on their 
achievements in our common war 
effort. Indeed they are wonder- 
ful people. 

“On my way to the war front 
through the Ukraine sector I've 
witnessed the terrible destruction 
and ruins the enemy left behind. 
Nevertheless I've found the people 
happy and contented, courageous- 
ly looking into the future for bet- 
ter days to come. 

“I support and agree with state- 
ments made by my fellow Amer- 
icans concerning the Soviet Union 
republics. Unquestionably Mar- 
shal Stalin is a friend of the Pol- 
ish people. I'll also make this his- 
toric statement—that future 
everits will prove that he is very 
friendly disposed toward the Ro- 
man Catholic church. 

“*Poland should not be the cor- 
ridor through which the enemy 
passes and at will destroys Rus- 
sia,’ said Stalin, 


“No Intention of Meddling.” 


“He really wants a strong, inde- 
pendent, democratic Poland to 
protect herself against future ag- 
gressors. He has no intention of 
meddling in the internal affairs of 
Poland. All he asks for is a 
friendly Poland. 

“As to religion, the religion of 
our forefathers shall be the re- 
ligion of the Polish people and 
Marshal Stalin will not tolerate 
any transgression in this regard. 

“At Sumy I visited the new 
headquarters of the Polish Army. 
During my stay nearly 8000 new 
recruits arrived from Tarnopol 
and other recently liberated local- 
ities. The Polish Army is an in- 
dependent unit and wholly sup- 
plied with the best equipment by 
the Soviet Union. At present, 
Roman Catholic priests are ad- 
ministering to needs as chaplains. 
The Bishop of Lutsk has promised 
more priests in the near future.

New Rise on Missouri. 

The Missouri, which dropped to 
a stage of 30.6 feet at St. Charles 
late yesterday, is expected to rise 


to a crest of 33.2 feet by Wednes- 
day. This will only cause a slight 
increase in gauge readings in the 
Mississippi, which reached a stage 
of 35.5 feet at St. Louis late yes- 
terday. The Illinois River con- 
tinued a very slow fall, as did the 
Meramec at Valley Park.

| Harry W. Kroeger, counsel for 
the trustees, informed the court 
that since the original order: five 
of the heirs had died, and it was 
necessary to find out who were 
their heirs. Others live in Great 
Britain, Ireland, Canada and Aus- 
_tralia and because of restrictions 
imposed by the war about pay- 
ment of funds abroad distribution 
to such persons may be difficult 
at this time. It was further stated 
that a conflict had arisen among 
‘several lawyers who claimed to 
represent the same interests, 
which created another problem. 
Some lawyers in the litigation 
have objected to a partial distribu- 
'tion to their clients and suggest- 
ed to the court that the matter 
be deferred several months, at 
which time an order for total dis- 
tribution might be made.

Not a Comprehensive Solution, 
| This proposal is admittedly not 
a comprehensive solution of the 
problems which have arisen out 
of the fact that 114 Missouri coun- 
ties and the City of §8t. Louis 
maintain separate governments 
and independently attempt to pro- 
vide all necessary public services, 
with attending duplication, waste 
‘and expense. The Meador proposal 
would go a long way, however, in 
reducing expenses of some of the 
‘more costly county activities and 
in many instances would make 
‘available more adequate and effi- 
client services than can be pro- 
vided when each county muat 
/bear the expense separately, 

The Meador plen also has the 
advantage of offering a practical, 
workable means for reducing

13 Army Generals, Two 
of Marine Corps, Seven 


Admirals and One 


Commodore in Navy. 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP).— 
The United States has lost 23 
high officers of the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps in this war, 
either by death or being lost in 
action. 

Thirteen Army generals, eight 
flag officers of the Navy and two 
Marine generals have been killed, 
became missing or died in opera- 
tions directly related to the war. 
Four are listed as killed in action, 
and six are carried on the missing 
list, Plane crashes while travel- 
ing in or to war zones or in con- 
nection with other military opera- 
tions account for most of the 
others. 

The war has taken its toll 
among high-ranking officers of 
other belligererits, too, including 


the Japanese Admirals Isaburo: 


Yamamoto and Mineichi Koga and 
Germany's Field Marshal Werner 
von Fritsch and Col. Gen, Ernst 
U det. 

Britain’s Maj: Gen. Orde Charles 
Wingate was killed recently in a 
Burma plane crash, and Lt. Gen. 
William Henry Edward (Strafer) 
Gott was reported in August, 1942, 
to have been killed in the Libian 
fighting. Russia's Gen. Nikolai 8S. 
Vatutin died April 14 after an op- 
eration.

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For Realism on Air Power 


If air power could have lived up to the claims 
its more enthusiastic advocates were making a 
year or two ago, the Allies by this time would 
have won the war in Europe. 

In the light of the lessons driven home even 
to laymen by hard experience, some of the claims 
once widely accepted have a most unrealistic 
ring today. For instance, Maj. Alexander P. de 
Seversky wrote in his book, “Victory Through 
Air Power,” published in the spring of 1942: 


Only air power can carry an offensive war 
to the enemy, and only the offensive can 
win the war, 


William B. Ziff made even stronger statements 
in “The Coming Battle of Germany,” (July, 1942): 


Air power alone, completely unassisted by 
other arms, could certainly gain the decision. 
. « « Air power must be recognized as the 
single weapon by which domination may be 
achieved, and all tactics should be directly 
designed around it. 


This writer, representative of .a vociferous 
school, dismissed navies as useful for little else 
than transporting men and materiel, while pro- 
tecting supply lines. He advocated an American 
army of not more than 2,000,000, “equipped and 
trained for the task of moving in after seizure of 
the air spaces over the enemy’s territory has ren- 
dered further resistance on his part hopeless.” 

Even military men have over-emphasized the 
possibilities of air power. Air Marshal Harris, 
head of the R. A. F. Bomber Command, said in 
June, 1942, that 1000 bombers a night every night 
“could knock Germany out of the war by au- 
tumn.” Lt, Gen, Henry H. Arnold, head of the 
United States Air Forces, at about the same time 
spoke of “an air offensive against the enemy 
which he cannot meet, defeat or survive.” 

And last Oct. 15, Brig. Gen, Curtis E. LeMay, 
commander of the American Heavy Bombard- 
ment Division, said that “German war industry 
will be so smashed by spring as the result of 
the Allied aerial pounding that the Nazis won’t 
be able to fight effectively any longer on land 
or sea or in the air.” 

The bombing of Germany has been greatly in- 
tensified since those words were spoken. Fac- 
tories, defenses, cities, transportation centers 
have been steadily blasted for months past. For 
more than three weeks a concentrated, almost in- 
cessant air campaign has been in progress. 

Yet few, if any, expect the war to be won by 
this offensive alone. All eyes and all expecta- 
tions are on the impending invasion, in which 
land, naval and air forces, as a co-ordinated team, 
will’move against the Continent. 

The air offensive has done tremendous dam- 
age, but the enemy is obviously far.from help- 
less. Dispersal, camouflaging and underground 
operation of factories have enabled Nazi indus- 
try to keep going, though on a reduced scale. 
Quick repair of damage to transport lines has 
prevented permanent severance. of communica- 
tions. The Luftwaffe has been weakened, but 
a formidable reserve for D-day still exists. Bomb- 
ing accuracy varies widely; a London dispatch 
said last week that American officers admit that 
“tonnage dropped through clouds causes far less 
damage than the same number of bombs dropped 
with precision in clear weather.” 

As for bombing of fortifications, the bitter ex- 
perience at Cassino has caused “a veritable revo- 
lution in War Department planning,” Richard L. 
Stokes wrete recently in the Post-Dispatch. After 
an attack described as “pulverizing” the town, 
Nazis still fought vigorously in the ruins and 
from dugouts. Our troops, after eight weeks, are 
still blocked there. 

The Air Force itself is now obviously trying 
to eliminate over-enthusiasm about aerial war- 
fare. A recent dispatch from Heavy Bomber 
Headquarters in England told how combat flyers 
are asked to refrain from such terms as “dev- 
astated,” “demolished,” “wiped out” and “We 
won’t have to go back there again.” Later re- 
connaissance, the dispatch said, showed that re- 
ports of great fires and towering smoke columns 
did not always mean destruction of the target. 

Our military leaders now take an intensely 
realistic view of what air power can do. All 


acknowledge the vital task of the plane in war- — 


fare, but the duties of the fighting ship and the 
infantryman are no longer minimized, » 

We on the home front must be realistic, too. 
We must realize that the air arm, for all its 
power, cannot win the war alone, but is one in- 
dispensable member of a fighting team, and that 
the invasion will be a hard and costly effort 
for all our fighting forces. 
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Solely on Medical Grounds? 


The official statement on Gandhi’s release aft- 
er 21 months of imprisonment says: “This deci- 
sion has been taken solely on medical grounds.” 

On which, in the language Britishers are sup- 
posed to use, the comment might be: “Oh, come 
now, old fellow; isnjt that a bit thick?” 

“Solely on medical grounds’? Wasn't the Gov- 
ernment of India concerned even a little about 
the possible political effect if the independence 
movement leader, now 75 and seriously ill, had 
died in prison? Obviously, it was. It wanted to 
avoid making a martyr of him, and perhaps caus- 
ing fresh disturbances on the part of his many 
loyal followers. So it released Gandhi, just ag pre- 
vious governments have done on several earlier 
occasiong when illness or fasting had dangerous- 
ly impaired hig health, 

Official statements in other countries are often 
not quite frank, but this one from India can 
scarcely be accepted literally by any person, 
whether he is for or against Indian independence.

Flagrant neglect of an obvious opportunity 
was charged against the OWI the other day by 
Frank Kent, columnist. Enemy propaganda is 
flooding the country, he wrote, and the OWI does 
nothing to refute it. In World War I, George 
Creel’s committee published a pamphlet exposing 
German lies, distributed it over the country and 
thus did a highly effective job. Mr. Kent asks 
why the same thing isn’t done now. “What,” he 
demands, “is the OWI waiting for?” 

Elmer Davis, head of OWI, has written to the 
Washington Star, one of the newspapers that 
printed the column, and his letter is a crushing 
rejoinder, “Mr, Kent is suggesting that we vio- 
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late the law,” he says, and goes on to recite the 
act passed by Congress last July forbidding OWI 
to use any of its funds on literature “for dis- 
tribution to the public within the United States.” 
All this does not alter the fact that such a 
pamphlet would be highly useful. But it does 
suggest that the Congressmen who cracked down 


on OWI were not exactly constructive thinkers. 
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One River Plan Is the Need 

The United States Army Engineers’ “Pick 
plan” for development of the Missouri River is 
scheduled to come up in the House tomorrow, 
and with it will come an opportunity for the 
Upper and Lower Valley states to put an end to 
their bickering and to demonstrate that they 
can at last begin to work together 

The plan, in its present form at least, is not 
acceptable to the Upper Valley, which believes, 
with good reason, that in the context of other 
legislation it ig prejudicial to irrigation, The 
basis of the controversy is the Army Engineers’ 
attempt to have Congress allot to navigation a 
fixed amount of water equal to the greater part 
of the river’s annual flow in the last 10 years. 

The irrigation states very sensibly are deter- 
mined not to stand peacefully by and see naviga- 
tion priorities put on water of which they are 
entitled to some part for irrigation. 

They have proposed various protective meas- 
ures, the latest of which is a suggestion by Sec- 
retary Ickes that Congress lay down the law that 
irrigation shall be paramount to every other in- 
terest in the use of Missouri River water. 

The objection to this is that it would work 
the same unfairness on flood control and naviga- 
tion that it is intended to prevent from being 
worked on irrigation. To. be specific, what would 
happen if, in the face of a flood descending the 
river, the Army Engineers wanted to release wa- 
ter from storage in order to make reservoir space 
available for containing the flood, while the 
Reclamation Bureau wanted to keep the reser- 
voirs full because to do so would keep irriga- 
tion interests paramount? 

Secretary Ickes would have the President re- 
solve any such dispute, The fault in this sug- 
ggstion, of course, is that a moment when dis- 
aster impends is no moment for arguing what 
to do about it. If argument continues long 
enough, nothing can be done about it. 

As a general rule, it would be proper for Con- 
gress to declare flood control, Irrigation and 
navigation to rank in importance in that order; 
but legislation should leave enough latitude for 
engineers to operate the system flexibly and in 
the best interests as they appear at the moment 
of decision. 

Is it not becoming obvious that two or 
antagonistic agencies—the Army Engineers and 
Reclamation Bureau—cannot develop this valley 
without sacrifice of its total resources, even 
though they declare an armed truce? Is it not 
plain that only harm will be produced if either 
the Upper or the Lower Valley attempts to force 
some plan upon the other? We shall get some- 
where only when we agree on one plan for all 
of us and one organization to which all will be 
willing to entrust their interests, 
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The Promise of Natural Gas 

There is nothing really new in Lacléde Gas 
Light Co.’s assurance to the Aldermen that it 
will distribute straight natural gas in St. Louis 
whenever it is able to reduce the cost to the con- 
sumer by doing do. This has been .Laclede’s po- 
sition ever since the present management took 
charge seven years ago. 

Two conditions need to be brought about be- 
fore St. Louis may expect to receive straight nat- 
ural gas. The first is that the management must 
have the vision to see that a substantial reduc- 
tion in rates would produce the volume that 
would soon overcome a temporary loss in profits. 
The second is that the company’s capital struc- 
ture should be so readjusted that it could stand 
a temporary drop in profits without danger. The 
reorganization now under way holds some hope 
of providing the latter condition. 
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Scotch and Soda Pop 


Soda pop has received its greatest spurt since 
the invention of the bottle cap. The new ace of 
aces, Maj. Richard Bong of the South Pacific, 
chose two cartons of it in preference to a case of 
Scotch offered to him by Capt. Edward Ricken- 
backer, First World War ace of aces. 

Devotees of the good wood taste of Scotch will 
wonder what possible sort of decoction a hero 
can prefer. They could as easily imagine serving 
up a half-grapefruit instead of ambrosia on the 
Olympian table; or buttermilk in the Jovian 
beaker instead of nectar. 

Maj. Bong poses a problem for the poets hymn- 
ing the heroes. Heroism and soda pop simply 
don’t mix; or if they do, they come out as a 
rather damp, droopy prose. It is, after all, of 
more sinewy stuff that lyres have been twanged 
and pipes have been blown these ages down. 

The case of soda pop against the case of 
whisky rests as G., K, Chesterton argued it in 
“The Flying Inn”: 

As for all the windy waters, 
They were rained like trumpets down, 

When good drink had been dishonored 
By the tipplers of the town, 

When red wine had brought red ruin, 
And the death-dance of our times, 


Heaven sent us Soda Water 
As a torment for our crimes, 
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Cut in Canol Oil Prices 


Anyone who doubted the accuracy of the Tru- 
man committee’s criticism, to the effect that the 
Army contract on the Canol project provided too 
high a price for oil, can relax now. Proof that 
the price was originally too high, and much too 
high, comes in a new agreement, cutting the price 
from $1.25 to 20 cents a barrel. 

War Department explanation of this slash is 
not convincing. It says that the high price was 
based on the expectation of small-production from 
the field, which has turned out to be a heavier 
producer than predicted. However, the Army 
based its whole promotion of the plan on the 
contention that large production would result. 

All quibbles aside, the public owes a vote of 
thanks to the Truman committee members and 
others who kept the light turned on this project 
until the price of its oil was drastically cut.

From a Statement to the House Banking and Currency Committee 
by Chester Bowles, OPA Administrator 


The administration of price control is a 
vast and complicated procedure involving 
the control of more than 8,000,000 individ- 
ual prices. It is inevitable that there should 
be a degree of inequity and hardship. 


Various individuala recommend many 
different amendments to the present law 
in the hope that every economic hardship 
can be in some magical way eliminated. 


In one group are the “hardship amend- 
ments” designed to make it mandatory 
for the OPA to establish prices which 
are profitable to each of our 3,000,000 busi- 
ness concerns. The amendment most fre- 
quently suggested to accomplish this pur- 
pose would eliminate the word “generally” 
before the phrase “fair and equitable,” 
thus forcing us to establish prices high 
enough to allow a profit to all companies 
regardless of their relative efficiency. 


It is my considered opinion that any 
such amendment would make our work of 
effective price control administratively im- 
possible. 

Under the present law, we are receiving 
some 6000 requests for price adjustments 
each week at our various offices through- 
out the country, In practice, the various 
“hardship” amendments which have been 
suggested would increase this work load 
many times over. 


Fears Orgy of Profiteering 


But most important, these “hardship” 
amendments would cause unforgivable in- 
creases in the cost of living—increases 
which would fall heavily on those of our 
citizens who could least afford to pay high- 
er prices. They would also result in sub- 
stantial increases to our actual war costs 
and to our national debt. 


Finally, these “hardship” amendments, in 
my opinion, would set off the greatest orgy 
of wartime profiteering this country has 
ever seen. 

It is well to remember that, In ordinary 
times, a substantial percentage of business 
firma operate in the red. As a former 
business man, I should emphasize that the 
day the United States Government guaran- 
tees every individual business a profit, re- 
gardless of its efficiency, on that day pri- 
vate enterprise in America will be dead. 
Today under wartime price control, the 
number of ‘firms suffering hardship or loss- 
es is at the lowest point in modern busi- 
ness history. 


Serious Blow to Price Control 


Whenever individual hardships today can 
be relieved by price increases, without en- 
dangering the price line or raising the cost 
of living, we will, of course, grant them. 
During the last few months, we in the 
OPA have taken step after step to fit in- 
dividual regulations to the complexities of 
different industries and even individual 
firms. 


But an amendment to the present bill, 
legislating the relief of all economic hard- 
ship on a broad scale, regardless of the 
over-all consequences to our economy, 
would be a disastrous blow to the entire 
program of price control. 


A second type of amendment deals with 
the exclusive jurisdiction of the Emergency 
Court of Appeals. This court was estab- 
lished by Congress as an emergency .war- 
time body to establish the legality or il- 
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legality of all OPA regulations on a na- 
tional basis. It has served its wartime 
purpose admirably. 

However, there are certain groups which 
are recommending that this exclusive 
jurisdiction feature be scrapped, and that 
any individual or firm be allowed to chal- 
lenge the legality of an OPA regulation in 
any one of our 93 Federal District Courts. 


Delay and Confusion Predicted 


On a basis of ordinary peacetime legal 
procedure, this suggestion is most appeal- 
ing. But it will not, in my opinion, bear 
analysis, when judged against the back- 
ground of wartime conditions under which 
we are now forced to operate. 


If each individual OPA price regulation 
could be challenged in each individual Fed- 
eral District Court, it is not an exaggera- 
tion to say that instead of price control we 
would soon have price chaos. Court deci- 
sions would conflict with one another on 
the same regulation in various parts of 
the country. Months would go by while 
appeals were taken to the higher courts. 
As one court has recently pointed out, 
“The Administrator would spend his time 
fighting litigation instead of inflation.” 


In the meantime, business men would be 
in a state of widespread confusion. Distri- 
bution would be thrown out of gear, En- 
forcement on the particular regulation in 
question would break down completely, 


Such an amendment added to the pres- 
ent bill, regardless of the good intentions 
of its advocates, would be good news in- 
deed for the “black marketeers.” It would 
spell higher prices on dozens of items. 


Schemes to Evade the OPA 


A third type of amendment is designed 
to split up the price control functions of 
the OPA among the various so-called pro- 
duction or supply agencies. Thus, the War 
Food Administration would assume control 
over food pricing. The War Production 
Board would establish all prices for indus- 
trial materials, The Petroleim Adminis- 
trator for War would establish petroleum 
prices. The Rubber Director would decide 
the price of rubber. And so on. 


It is difficult for me to see how anyone 
could propose such an amendment who ac- 
tually believes in the control of prices and 
in the over-all anti-inflation program. This 
amendment has been advanced quite frank- 
ly on the theory that the agencies whose 
major responsibility is over supply would 
be more readily susceptible to pressure for 
higher prices than an independent agency 
such as the OPA, responsible to Congress 
and the people solely for effective price 
control, 


On this issue there must be no confu- 
sion. Regardless of the sincerity of many 
of the proponents, these amendments, if 
accepted, can have only one result. Prices 
in general will go up. The record of stable 
prices, established with such difficulty dur- 
ing the past year, will be blasted. Infla- 
tionary forces headed by the wartime prof- 
iteers will again be on the march,

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Postwar Blueprint by Bingham 
Is More Preachment Than Plan 


“The Practice of Idealiam,”’ by Alfred M. Bingham. 

(Duell, Sloan & Pearce, New York.) 

Before this war is ended, it may well be 
that every American having a typewriter 
and the leisure will have written a book 
on postwar planning. 

Latest to join the ranks of draftsmen for 
the future is Alfred Bingham, editor of the 
monthly magazine Common Sense and au- 
thor of “The Techniques of Democracy.” 

In his particular blueprint for peace, 
Bingham has used virtually all the ac- 
cepted panaceas plus a few of his own. He 
combines at one fell swoop Henry Waliaces 
“Century of the Common Man,” Wendell 
Willkie’s “One World” and Robert Nathan's 
“Mobilizing for Abundance” in an idealistic, 
optimistic potpourri which, though fluently 
written, is more of a preachment than a 
pian. 

Starting with the assumption that the 
present conflict is a symptom Of a five-fold 
revolution, Bingham diagnoses these as the 
revolt of the common man, the technical 
revolution, the political revolution, the fear 
of nationalism and the crisis of belief, 

* * * 

Our lack of recognition of these revolu- 
tions plus native American conservatism 
have brought us to the brink of disaster, 
he says. Bingham would correct these fail- 
ings in the postwar United States by in- 
creased Government planning, realistic re- 
affirmation of democratic rights and social 
change “with the least social strain.” 

In this section the reader is likely to find 
himself confused by such statements as 
“More government could mean more de- 
mocracy” and “The science of management 
has proved that democracy is more effi- 
cient than dictatorship.” 

Bingham’s lasting peace for the world 


‘would start with four all-inclusive steps: 


immediate relief and rehabilitation for 
Europe, “the achievement and maintenance 
of prosperity throughout the world,” accel- 
erated world industrialization, equal access 
to raw materials. 

Bingham’s “New World” manifests itself 
as a peculiar blend of free enterprise, So- 
cialism and world federal union. Unfortu- 
nately, although the author glibly places 
these strange bedfellows in juxtaposition, 
he fails to show how they will be reconciled, 

One thing is certain after reading “The 
Practice of Idealism.” The author could 
well occupy himself with the production of 
a sequel entitled “The Ideal of Practi- 
cality.”

and which fit together into a 
general scheme.” Mr, Churchill 
referred to the vast pentup pur- 
chasing power represented by the 
wartime savings of the British 
people. There have never been so 
many families with a substantial 
reserve to their credit as there 
are now. 

In fairness to those who had 
saved, the Prime Minister empha- 
sized that over a period of 10 or 
15 years values must be steadily | 
maintained, Inflation, which. is 
being fought with such success 
during the war, must be fought 
with equal success during the re- 
construction period.

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Major Bong’s Own Story of His Air Battles With Japs 


Leading Ace of Pacific War Theater Describes First Fight in Air as the Greatest Thrill in His Life.

This is the first of a series of 
exclusive articles in which Maj. 
Richard I. Bong, 23-year-old No. 
1 American ace in the Pacific 
war theater, tells for the first 
time his own story of his thrill- 
ing aerial exploits against the 
Japanese. The blond, cherubic- 
looking Wisconsin farm boy, 
who has become the Nemesis of 
Jap flyers in the Southwest Pa- 
cific, has shot down a total of 
27 enemy planes, surpassing Ed- 


die Rickenbacker’s World War I 
record, 

Maj. Bong is not only the lead- 
ing ace in the Pacific war thea- 
ter, but he holds. the highest 
American score of enemy planes 
destroyed in aerial combat. 
While Capt. Don Gentile, leading 
ace in the European theater, has 
30 “kills,” seven of them were 
planes destroyed on the ground, 
while all of Maj. Bong’s 27 vic- 
tories were achieved in the air. 

ADVANCED FIGHTER BASE, 

New Guinea, May 6. 

VERY combat mission I have 
EF been on since my very first 

one—that is, every one except 
the day at Hollandia when I man- 
aged to get myself over that 
“hump” of Eddie Rickenbacker’s 
record—has seemed anticlimactic 
in comparison with my initial 
aerial contact with the Japs. 

That was the biggest thrill of 
my life and it’s the kind of a thrill 
you can hope for only once in a 
lifetime. 

My first combat was kind of a 
personal one, and I guess I had 
thought about it just as long and 
as hard as people have been 
thinking about the coming Allied 
invasion of Europe. 

In my own mind, anyway, that 
first combat experience was going 
to be an event which made every- 
thing else pale by comparison, 

Well, the first one came and 
went and, with a combination of 
luck, good targets, and the fact I 
was feeling pretty hot that day, 
everything worked out for - the 
best. 

We had a swell scrap. But the 
Japanese Empire wasn’t rocked 
to its foundations by what we did

to their planes over Buna that 
day. The only thing I suffered 
Was an acute case of dry mouth 
(an indication, I understand, 
either of fear or great excitement 
—I had both in bulk then). 


From then on, combat became 
something you looked forward to, 
but never got very steamed up 
about. At least I didn’t—as Il 
said, after I shot down my first 
two Nips, it became more of a 
habit than an adventure, 
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The date of my initiation into 
the art of battling Japs in theair 
was Dec, 27, 1942. 


Ever since the start of the Buna 
campaign, we had been running 
routine four-ship fighter patrols 
over the battle area and we had 
done a good job of missing every 
air melee that turned up. 


Lt. Col. Tom Lynch of Catasau- 
qua, Pa, (later killed in action), 
was flight leader of this particular 
patrol and I was on his wing. Lt. 
Kenneth Sparks of Blackwell, Ok., 
one of the hottest younger pilots 
in the squadron, was leading the 
second element with Lt. Dick 
Magnus of Portland, Ore., on his 
wing (Magnus was lost during the 
Lae convoy battles early in Janu- 


ary and was the first pilot ei

pitched fights). 

We took off just before noon 
and Lynch led us up to about 25,- 
000 feet. He always liked to start 
trouble from a high altitude. He 
liked to locate his trouble from 
up there because it made him the 
master of the situation. 
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We crossed the Owen Stanley 
Mountains of New Guinea and we 
were just coming into the area 
we were supposed to cover when 
the ground station at Buna 
crackled over the radio with news: 
there were around 40 enemy planes 
in the area. 


That sounded like the start of 
something and Lynch called back 
for a check on the Nips’ altitude. 
The ground station said: “Look 
for ‘em at 14,000 feet.” .Meanwhile, 
Buna apparently called Port 
Moresby and eight more ships of 
our squadron were sent to join us. 


We didn’t have any trouble 
finding the Japs—they were right 
below us and they had already de- 
cided we weren't exactly friends. 
I'm not sure they knew definitely 
what we were though—-they hadn't 
seen our P-38’s (Lightnings) in 
combat yet. 

Lynch didn’t give them any time 
to consider the matter, either. He 
took us down into a really scream-

ing dive and we let go of our 
belly-tanks on the way. Mine 
didn’t want to come off, but what 
I couldn’t do automatically the 
wind pressure took care of. 


It was a major problem trying 
to stay with Lynch—he was all 
over the place and I finally gave 
up and concentrated on a war of 
my own, 
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There were Zeros all over the 
sky and a flock of dive bombers 
underneath them, when we came 
tearing down and went through 
the Nips for our first pass. 


I tried to remember everything 
I had ever learned about keeping 
calm, aiming right, watching my 
flight leader, checking the ele- 
ment behind, and not letting the 
enemy pull any countertactics 
that might end up with one of 
them on my tail and me going in 
the wrong direction for a success- 
ful fighter pilot. 

Maybe I was trying too hard to 
remember—anyway, the first four 
[ shot at was a total waste of 
lead. I didn’t hit a thing and if 
a barn had been there I would 
probably have missed that too. 

About all I succeeded in doing 
_ to scare one Jap off Lynch's 
ail, There were too many Nips

for too few Lightnings right about 
then, 

Finally, I gave myself a mental 
kick in the ribs and decided I 
better make some _ contribution 
besides conspicuous flubbing of 
the interception job. 


It was somewhere between 12:10 
and 12:15 p. m. that I finally got 
into the groove. While I was get- 
ting the Nip off lLynch’s tail, 
another one parked himself on 
mine. We were at about 10,000 
feet and I decided my best move 
would be to dive and dive in a 
hurry. 

That’s how I got my first Nip. 
As I levelled off about two inches 
above the shortest tree in the 
Buna area, there was a Jap dive- 
bomber sitting right ahead of me. 
It was a perfect setup and one 
even I couldn't miss. I gave him 
a short blast and he blew higher 
than a kite. 


Well, I wasn't feeling any too 
bad about that, so I waited to 
enjoy it for a minute of two. He 

or rather what was left of him 
~—-crashed into the water off San- 
ananda Point. 

I pulled up in a vertical turn— 
and that’s how I ran into my 
second Jap of the day. Out of the 
corner of my eye, I saw a Zero 
coming in a vertical turn that 
would conveniently put him in 


the line of my fire. 


I started shooting an impressive 
assemblage of 50-caliber dynamite 
and it takes a lot more than a 
Zero to get through a solid burst 
of it in one piece. This particular 
Zero expired right in the middle 
of my sights and he never fired 
a single shot at me. 


He just rolled over on his back 
and went straight down. That’s 
the best position I can think of 
for a Jap—going straight down 
with maybe a little explosion to 
hurry him along. 


By this time, I was beginning 
to think combat was a lot easier 
than everyone seemed to suppose. 

[ swung around and got back 
into the main brawl! again—this 
time pretty well convinced I could 
take on the whole crowd if I had 
to. 


[ got in a good series of hits 
on another Zero, but I never saw 
what happened to him. Then I 
chased after a Jap divebomber 
but in the middle of that my am- 
munition gave out. 
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Meanwhile, Steve Gallup (Maj. 
Charles Gallup of Chicago) had 
come steaming over the ranges 
hell bent for election and his two 
flights were keeping the griddle 
warm for the Nips. 

Lynch got us together to go 
home and I noticed that Sparks 
was missing. I looked all over 
for him. Finally, I saw a P-38 
landing on the Dobodura strip. 

It was Sparks all right and he 
was okay except that a Jap had 
tried to ram him and had almost 
torn his whole right wing off. 
Sparks caught a  base-bound 
transport just as he stepped out 
of his damaged ship and almost 
beat us back to camp. 


Well, that was combat No. 1, I 
felt like I had been through a 
washing machine with the accent 
on the wringer and my mouth 
didn't feel normal again until the 
next combat we had, which was 
three days later. 
Sut with the first one behind 

and a pretty hot one at that 
the future looked 

for the squadron 
As it turned out, it

But Norman Corwin, at 34, Has Reputation of Being Top Genius of Radio

| T may well be true that many 
an inveterate radio listener has 
never heard a single program 
of the series, “Columbia Presents 
Corwin,” although it is so named 
in tribute to a man generally con- 
sidered radio’s most distinguished 
author, producer and _ director, 
whose professional path already 
is paved with laurel. 

But those who would turn the 
dial to Norman Corwin must leave 
all Hope behind, as the comedian 
is on the air at the same hour 
each Tuesday evening that the 
Corwin play goes forth on the 
CBS network. So, when Crossley 
ratings are considered, the popu- 
larity of the dentifrice-sponsored 
program literally leaves “Colum- 
bia Presents Corwin” hanging on 
by the skin of its teeth, 

Needless to say, despite his 
stunted Crossley, Corwin re- 
ceives a handsome remunera- 
tion for his unsponsored sustain- 
ing program and he is not with- 
out honor in his own organiza- 
tion. In fact, so lavish has been 
public praise from his employers 
that radio columnists have begun 
to surmise slyly that CBS no lon- 
ger stands for Columbia Broad- 
casting System but for Corwin 
Broadcasting Something. 

Despite the accolades accorded 
him in the past, until the advent 
March 7 of the current program 
bearing his name, Corwin was 
little publicized—this despite the 
fact that two volumes of his radio 
works already have been collected 
and published in book form: 
“Thirteen by Corwin” and recent- 
ly, “More by Corwin.” Just '34 
years old this month, he has, 
among other honors, received 
awards from the Institute of Edu- 
cation; the American Writers’ 
Congress; the coveted Peabody 
trophy; the annual Advertising 
Award and the first prize ever 
bestowed in his field by the Ameri- 
can Academy of Arts and Letters. 

Theater Arts Monthly described 
“the acknowl- 
edge master of radio,” Time 
Magazine said his work “showed 
the best gifts to be found in 
radio,” and Life Magazine pulled 
out all the stons and called him 
“radio’s top dramatic genius.” 
Orson Welles, something of an 
author-actor-producer himself, has 
said that “of all writers, Corwin 
has brought the most to the 
medium of radio.” Clifton Fadi- 
man, interlocutor of “Information 
Please,” asserted: “He writes as 
if he were several men, but there 
is only one of him and his name 
is Norman Corwin.” 

Genius or no genius, however, 
this talented young man is faced 
with the weekly problem of at- 
tracting listeners from the pro- 
gram featuring one of radio’s most 
popular comedians, to the more 
serious entertainment provided by 
actors working under his direc- 
tion. It is a job that frequentiv 
has him tearing at his thick shock 
of brown hair and occasionally 
thrusting forth “his chin, which 
would be pugnacious even in re- 
pose were it not for the huge 
dimple in it. 
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HERE are tricks to all trades 

and Corwin through bitter ex- 

perience knows all of them in 
his. Like all feats of legerde- 
main, these tricks must be done 
expertly or both performer and au- 
dience are due for disappointment. 
The use of one skillful device at the 
opening of a program, in an effort 
to assure continued attention of 
listenérs, led to one of Corwin’s 
most disheartening misfortunes at 
a moment when it seemed that 
failure would be catastrophic, 

It was in 1942 when he visited 
England for four months to pro- 
duce a series of direct broadcasts 
of English life for the British 
Broadcasting Corporation, written 
to appeal to and be understood by 
American listeners. Naturally, the 
premiere was of major importance. 
Notables from almost every sphere 
of the British Empire were in 
the studio audience. For the first 
time, a British dramatic broad- 
cast beamed directly at the United 
States by short wave was to go 
on the air. 

Now, with the realization that

Tom” in almost everyone, radio 
writers recognize that one of the 
most effective ways to keep a 
listener from switching his dial 
from one program to another is 
to begin the show “cold” in such 
manner that it appears that the 
audience is privy to some unsched- 
uled words or happenings within 
the studio. 

With this in mind, Corwin wrote 
a surefire opening for his first 
trans-Atlantic show. At precisely 
4 a.m. in London (9 p. m., central 
war time), an actor’s voice was 
heard. It went something like 
this: 

“Hello, hello!” (jiggling a tele- 
phone hook). “Hello, operator; 
operator. What’s the matter with 
this line? (More hook jiggling.) 
“Operator, hello, operator — we 
must have been cut off, I can’t 
hear a thing. Sounds like some- 
thing wrong on the trans-Atlantic 
service.” The audience, thus in- 
trigued, were then, after a brief 
pause, supposed to hear the actor 
add: “Oh, there you are, we must 
have been disconnected,” followed 
by a blare of music and the formal 
announcement of the program, 
“Clipper to London.” 

Unfortunately for the premiere 
and for Corwin he had neglected 
to supply American control room 
engineers with a copy of his script 
and on hearing what appeared to 
them to be an announcement from 
London that something was wrong 
with broadcasting conditions, they 
plugged out and went home leay- 
ing the Corwin broadcast unre- 
ceived by any other than the stu- 
dio audience, : 

Then there was the time when 
the background of sound effects 
was to simulate the dramatic cre- 
scendo of an artillery barrage. 

“A peaceful, almost sleepy quiet 
hung over the troops,” the narra- 
tor explained. “Then—with the 
dawn—came the barrage, At this 
time the heavy booming of angry 
cannon was to be heard. All that 
came to the listening audience 
was the sound of crickets because 
the sound man picked up the 
wrong record. That killed that 
show: Not even the actors could 
keep straight faces after that. 

Corwin came to radio by way of 
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OF AN ASH CAN. 


Boston born and 
bred, he left high school after an 
undistinguished four-year period 
and went to work as a newspaper 
reporter, ultimately for the Spring- 
field (Mass.) Republican. For 
seven years he wrote feature 
stories, as bright and colorful as 
the facts permitted. 

Then Carlo Trangliese came into 
his life. Mr. Trangliese was a 
Sanitation Department employe 
engaged at the monient in dispos- 
ing of ashes. Sent out to see a 
man in the hall at the office of 
the Republican, Corwin found 
Trangliese who stated baldly that 
he was the ash-can rolling cham- 
pion of the world and he desired 
to challenge any man at any 
weight tog’contest. This developed 
into a ory with pictures, and 
soon a challenger appeared and 
there were more stories and more 


pictures. 
T Trangliese visited New York 
seeking new ash-can worlds to 
conquer, stories of his accomplish- 
ments and ambitions were nation- 
ally distributed by news services, 
and on his return to Boston, Cor- 
win was invited to interview him 
at the local broadcasting station. 
It so happened that the Repub- 
lican was looking for a news 
broadcaster, and an executive 
heard and hired the reporter for 
the job. Unaware of the success 
that awaited him, Corwin slid al- 
most unconsciously into radio. 

Later in his career, a radio pro- 
gram director admitted he had 
given Corwin his big chance at 
creative writing, because he heard 
the young man’s efforts on a local 
station by accident—he had turned 
to the station blindly for amuse- 
ment during a boring interval of 
iliness at home, He recalled later 
that Norman’s brother, Emil, a 
subordinate, had been urging him 
for weeks to listen to Norman's 
shows. 

He first attracted national] at- 
tention in 1938 with his “Words 
Without Music” series, but in 1939 
he really hit his stride with the 
patriotically inspired group of 
plays produced for “The Pursuit 
of Happiness” program which cap-

tured public fancy but no sponsor. 
His outstanding achievement and 
the one for which he received the 
Peabody award for the outstand- 
ing dramatic broadcast of the 
year was writing, directing and 
producing, two weeks after Pearl 
Harbor, the so-called Bill of 
Rights show entitled: “We Hold 
These Truths,” 


It will be recalled that the show 
was carried by all major networks 
and concluded with a brief ad- 
dress by President Roosevelt. The 
accredited canvass of listeners 
disclosed that it was heard by 
more than 65,000,000, the largest 
audience of record. At the end 
of the hour, Corwin waited in the 
control room for the influx of con- 
gratulatory telephone calls. None 
arrived. The minutes passed, and 
Corwin became more and more ap- 
prehensive. 

He stalled to avoids departure, 
brushing imaginary lint from his 
overcoat, straightening his hat, re- 
reading a letter. Still no call. Just 
as he was about to give up and 
leave the phone rang. He ran 
breathlessly to answer. Sure 
enough, it was for him, a woman’s 
voice: 

“Mr. Corwin?” 

“Yes, yes.” 

“Norman, do you remember me? 
I’m Bessie Smith, you met me at 
Lucy’s house the other night. 
Could you come over to a party 
next Wednesday?” 

He found out later that the calls 
he awaited were arriving at other 
stations where most of the broad- 
cast had originated. 

But there was no uncertainty 
of his success when he arrived 
at the dinner in his honor at 
which the Peabody Award was 
presented. He was at the center 
of the head table for the first 
time in his life. He could hear 
his name echoed from other parts 
of the room. He walked to his 
chair indicated by a place card, 
nodding graciously to the man 
preparing to sit at his left. The 
stranger glanced at Corwin’s card 
and said: “I say. Your name is 
familiar but what is it you do?”

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He Charts His Own Course 


Howard Hughes Ignored the Skeptics in Realiz-

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., May 6.— 

W HEN I told a cynical co- 

worker I had to knock out 

a yarn on Howard Hughes, 
the millionaire enigma who helped 
build and pilot Connie—the mam- 
moth 57-passenger transport plane 
Constellation to you—he yawned, 
extended a flabby palm, and 
grunted: “Congratulations, chum! 


You can have him. I’d take old 
Cal Coolidge any day.” 


Well, I’ve had a crack at both 
those taciturn gents, and I think 
I'd string along with Silent Cal 
too. Coolidge, at least, could say, 
“Sorry,” whether he meant it or 
not; and hé would break out a 
thin smile once every decade. 


But Hughes smiles only at divi- 
dends and his stock answer is 
“Ugh.” Coolidge could turn his 
back without literally insulting 
you. Hughes leaves no room for 
argument on that score. He just 
isn’t a newspaperman’s Grade A 
subject. : 


And yet the guy, always break- 
ing precedent one way or another, 
has made news all his adult life. 
He’s hardly 40 but he’s lived 80. 
He fell smack-dab into a huge 
chunk of dough when still a green 
kid, but he wasn’t as green as he 
looked. He came to Hollywood 
with two intense yens. One was a 
wild desire to create and fly the 
biggest planes in the world. The 
other was to immortalize Hughes 
and gals like Jean Harlow in 
pictures, 

“God help you!” said Hollywood, 
gpeaking of the movie angle, but 
Hughes didn’t care. He's the orig- 
inal “I-don’t-give-a-damn” lad in 
the celluloid ‘center. He blandly 
charts his own course, and if 
you're not-going that way—the 
hell with you. . They kidded the 
lanky Texan, told him he was a 
sucker — that he couldn’t make 
movies—but he did. It was pretty 
much the same with Connie and 
her huge predecessors. Wiseacres 
yelped it couldn’t be done—Connie 
wouldn't fly. Well, Connie made 
it from Burbank to Washington 
in the record time of six hours 
and 58 minutes. Brother, that’s 
flying, in any league. 

Do you suppose Hughes was 
satisfied with that record? Not 
on your fast-fading ration book!

His mother, 
Mrs. Alene Cano Hughes, born in 
Kentucky, was reared in Texas.

Later, when the movie bug 
and the Hollywood glamour 
gripped him, he turned the busi- 
ness over to trusted subordinates 
and headed for the film capital. 
He struck up an acquaintance 
with Marshall Neilan, a director, 
made a picture called “Every- 
body’s Acting,” and followed this 
with others—some good, some bad, 
Just how much he spent on “Hell's 
Angels,” only the angels know. 
He was ages and ages in com- 
pleting it. Sound came in about 
that time—and “Hell’s Angels,” 
which started out as a silent, 
had “one hell of a time,” accord- 
ing to Hollywood.

When he fell out 
with his director in shooting 
“Hell’s Angels,” Hughes decided 
to take over the directorial job 
himself, He knew precious little 
about directing, as he now 
realizes, but he knew a whale of 
a lot about planes—and this pic- 
ture, as the world well Knows, 
was all about planes. Although 
at the time it was the laughing 
stock of Hollywood, because of 
its numerous snarls and many 
delays, it would today compare 
quite favorably—-as far as real- 
ism goes—with the best they are 
turning out in Hollywood.

After three more films, “Front

Splashing ashore from landing 
barges, transports, even small vessels, the men 
have been subjected to every possible condi- 
tion facing them in the actual invasion, with 
the exceptions of air bombings and heavy 
shelling. In some cases they even practiced 
under live gunfire.

The Importance Of Hollandia 


Pacific by capture of Hollandia, major enemy strong- 

hold in Northern Dutch New Guinea, and immediate 
conversion of three airfields there to Allied use, has brought 
General Douglas MacArthur's vanguard to 1380 miles of the 
Philippine Islands and thus given the Fifth Army Air Force 
an operational base within h bomber range of these is- 
lands. Hollandia is only 830 miles from Palau, Jap outpost 
600 miles east of Mindanao; is 1070 miles from Truk, badly 
battered, easternmost enemy stronghold, and 1290 miles 
from the island of Celebes, which lies south of Mindanao. 
The pincers that began closing at Guadalcanal, and pushed 
past the Gilberts and Marshalls with the northern jaw, is 
ene the southern jaw closer and closer on the 

hilippine Islands. 

The Allies now are 1400 miles to the west of Guadalcanal; 
700 miles west of Buna. MacArthur jum nearly 500 
miles along Northern New Guinea to take Hollandia, in a 
leap-frog operation that by-passed Wewak, left Madang to 
be captured by Australians, and bottled up an estimated 
51,000 Japs in a narrow 200-mile strip of coast alread 
cracked by landings at Aitape. The operation was carri 
out in close co-operation between MacArthur and Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz; Central Pacific warships hampered air 
interference by attacks on Palau and Woleai, by pre- 
landing shelling of Hollandia.

be expected. Experts suggest as major possibilities oe 
such hops an invasion of Truk; a by-passing of Truk to cap- 
ture Salen: or, most likely, another jump along the New 
Guinea causeway to Sorong, only 660 miles from the 
Philippines, and on the way to Celebes. 

Establishment of a beachhead at Hollandia on April 22 
was preceded by softening up air bombings started in 
March, after the Japs built. up the Hollandia airfields be- 
cause Wewak had been bom out. One raid in early 
April destroyed an estimated 288 enemy bombers and 
fighters at Hollandia. Since that base was taken, Mac- 
Arthur's air heavyweights have been striking hard at So- 
rong, in the northwest tip of the island 770 miles to the west, 
better than halfway along the remaining gap to Mindanao. 
Palau and Truk Oe have been under renewed assault; 
however, the stepped-up Army and Navy Pacific offensive, 
which shows signs of possible co-ordination with the inva- 
sion of Western Europe, points more toward Sorong and 
fhe Celebes, with air raids to keep Palau and Truk 
ineffectual as bases for interference.

In 1941 a bill for a convention passed the House of the 
State Legislature, died in Senate committee. However, 
Secretary of State Dwight H. Brown ordered the pro- 
posal put on the November, 1942, ballot under a 1920 
constitutional amendment, and it passed. The con- 
vention convened September 21, 1943, and 376 propo- 
sals for changes have been offered. Floor debate on 
proposals has been in progress since February 14. 
Pictures on these two pages show the present con- 
vention in session, and portions of the Constitution now 
in force, with the delegates who framed it in 1875. 
Missouri's first Constitution was framed by a con- 
vention in St. Louis in 1820, a year before the State 
was admitted to the Union. Its 13 articles with but two 
amendments served until 1865. But in 1845 a conven- 
tion drew up a new code, which was rejected by the 
electorate; in 1861 a convention was held to decide 
the question of secession, but it drew up no constitu- 
tion, although it acted as a provisional government 
throughout the Civil War. The second constitution 
was framed and adopted in 1865, setting terms of the 
Governor, other chief officials at two years, and was

chiefly a reconstruction document. Although the pro- 
posal for a new convention in 1875 carried by only 283 
votes, the resulting constitution was ratified by a ma- 
jority of 76,688 votes. It was considered among the 
most progressive in the nation. It restored four-year 
terms for major officials, greatly restricted the power 
of the Legislature. Personnel of the convention was 
outstanding. Delegates included 45 lawyers, three 
editors, two doctors, two farmers, and business men. 
More than half were considered well-to-do, 60 per cent 
were property owners. Six of the 68 delegates were 
Republicans, one a Liberal and the rest Democrats. 

The 1875 Constitution was drawn when General 
U. S. Grant was President, Charles Henry Hardin was 
Governor, St. Louis was a great steamboat center and 
distribution point for the Mississippi Valley, and 75 
per cent of the. State’s 1,721,590 population was rural. 
As need for modernization became imperative, amend- 
ments were added, and in 1922-23 another convention 
was called. However, it merely framed 21 more 
amendments, and of those only six were approved by 
the electorate and tagged on to the old charter.
